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INTRODUCTION 


Scope 


This report contains a statistical presentation of reported casualties, 
accidents aboard ships, dangerous occurrences and some foreign casualties of 
interest to Canadian authorities. The contents of this issue cover specific 
statistics for a two year period (i.e. 1987 and 1988) and a general statistical 
overview for a five year period (i.e. 1984 to 1988). The 1987 statistics have 
been revised and supersede those published in the previous issue. 


Foreword 


The 1988 total number of marine incidents are 4 per cent higher than the 
corresponding figures for 1987. However, as can be seen in the following statis- 
tics, the total number of fatalities (53) for 1988 reflects decreases over 1987 
(67). It is lower than the regular annual average of deaths on record over the 
past 14 years and corresponds to the past five year average of 54. The vessel 
total loss figures, mainly involving fishing vessels, continue to decline. 


Reported costs of repairs or losses caused by shipping casualties, of some 
$ 45.1 million, with approximately 30 per cent of reports received providing 
cost information, indicate an important increase in comparison to the 1986 
figures of $ 36.2 million with a reporting rate of nearly 40 per cent. Many 
vessels are unaware of the costs involved at the time of making the report. Note 
that, additional to these costs, are the losses of earning for vessels concerned, 
the difference between insured and replacement values and the monetary value of 
human life. 


Vessels Covered by the Report 


1) All commercial vessels of Canadian flag that reported casualties, accidents 
aboard ship or dangerous occurrences. 


2) All foreign vessels that report casualties, accidents aboard ship or 
dangerous occurrences while in Canadian waters. 


3) Foreign vessels involved in the more important casualties or accidents 
aboard ship outside Canadian waters, but reported through Canadian authorities, 
and dealt with by them. 


Pleasure craft incidents are not normally included in the report unless they 
were involved in an accident with a commercial vessel. 


Definitions

Use of Statistics 


Users of the statistics in this report should be aware that fluctuations 
from year to year in marine incidents may be caused by factors other than the 
change in the total number of incidents. A seemingly small change in the 
reporting rate may cause a relatively large change in statistics. 


Many occurrences are not reported because of ignorance of the law, parti- 
cularly shipboard accidents. However, it is believed that nearly all occurrences 
involving substantial vessel damage and, separately, fatalities are well repor- 
ted. 


Note: A collision between two vessels results ina statistical figure of two 
casualties; three vessels - three casualties, etc.

Vessel condition - includes the general status of a vessel and 


her cargo, i.e. improper securing, inadequate 
or faulty equipment, ship design short- 
comings, etc. 


Equipment/structural - includes machinery, piping, electrical and 
hull failures as well as miscellaneous 
navigation and control equipment. 


Others - includes incorrect soundings, incomplete 
surveys, obstructions, shore facility 
failures, etc. 


Please note that the figures in the graphs denote’ shipping 
casualties to Canadian vessels anywhere, and/or foreign vessels in 
Canadian waters.

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CASES OF INTEREST 
January 15 


During the early hours of January 15, 
while returning from the fishing 
grounds to Harbour Grace, Nfld., the 
Canadian stern dragger “BRANDAL" (457 
GRT) encountered storm and freezing 
spray conditions. She headed into the 
seas at reduced speed and ten of the 
crew, wearing PFDs, went on deck and 
successfully hammered most of the 
accumulated ice off her superstructure 
and rigging. Later, the wind increa- 
sed to 80/90 knots, more ice accumul- 
ated; while hammering away ice for the 
second time, a sea was shipped over 
the bow which swept the crew off their 
feet, injuring three and carrying two 
overboard. The ''BRANDAL" was brought 
about, but the search for the missing 
men was abandoned when heavy seas 
shipped over the stern endangered the vessel. She was subsequently escorted into 
St. John's Nfld., by the CCGS "SIR WILFRED GRENFELL", the severe ice having rendered 
her navigation equipment inoperative. 


February 1 


On February 1, while berthing at the Ultramar refinery terminal at Lévis, Québec, 
without tug assistance and in dense fog, the port bow of the Canadian oil tanker 
“"L"ORME NO. 1" (5,925 GRT) heavily struck the No. 3 crib. The impact fractured some 
of the shore installation's pipelines. Petroleum products which leaked onto the wharf 
and ship were almost immediately ignited by friction generated sparks as the steel 
hull scraped the wharf, enveloping 
it and the forward end of the vessel 
in flames. The fire on board the 
vessel was quickly contained by the 
crew and some time later the vessel 
was safely tied-up on the other side 
Of the riverseati Berth No. 103. 
Refinery fire fighting personnel 
together with local fire brigades 
succeeded in containing and extin- 
guishing the fire on shore. It was 
found that little oil pollution had 
occurred as most of the leaked 
petroleum products had been consumed 
in the fire. The cost of repairs to 
the ship was some $125,000, however 
the wharf was more extensively 
damaged and repairs were estimated 
to cost $1 million.

March 8 


On March 8, a radio message from the 
Canadian wooden longliner "BONNIE LOU II" 
(82 GRT) was received by the F.V. 
"HALF RASPY", stating that while in storm 
conditions to the south-east of Sable 
Island, a heavy sea had been shipped 
which damaged her superstructure and that 
water was rising in the engine room. A 
further call some 45 minutes later 
indicated that repairs had been 
successfully completed and that the 
ship's pumps were coping adequately with 
the flooding in the engine room. No 
further communication was received and, 
during the ensuing search for the missing 
vessel which covered an area of some 
12,000 square miles and involved eight 
aircraft and four Coast Guard ships, an 
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empty and damaged inflatable liferaft together with other debris identified as part of 


the "BONNIE LOU II", were recovered.

May 8 


On May 8, while berthing with the 
assistance of three tugs at the 
Ultramar refinery terminal at Lévis 
Québec, the Liberian motor tanker 
"CZANTORIA" (76,883 GRT) struck the 
quay and ruptured the side shell 
plating in way of No. 1 port cargo oil 
tank. The resultant loss of some 
4,655 barrels of crude oil created an 
immediate fire hazard and led to major 
pollution with tide and current borne 
oil slicks extending downstream as far 
as Île-aux-Coudres. The ensuing 
clean-up operation lasted some ten 
weeks at a cost of some $2 million 
while the cost of repairs to the quay 
and vessel were $100,000 and $180,000 
respectively. 


May 14 


The capsized but undamaged hull of the Canadian 6 m long fiberglass open fishing boat 
CFV#127363 (license no. 10M1747) was located adrift May 14, off Lamaline, Nfld., 
during an official search mounted after it and its two occupants were reported overdue 
the previous evening. The throttle and gear lever control of the 60 HP outboard motor 
on the transom were found set at "stop" and "neutral", and no lifejackets or other 
unsecured safety equipment reportedly on board on departure, were found. Both men 
were non-swimmers, the local weather was calm throughout the previous 24 hours and no 
precise cause for their loss was established. The body of one of the fishermen was 
recovered 25 days after the capsize, while the other remains missing and is presumed 
to have drowned.

June 15 


On the morning of June 15, the downbound Great Lakes carrier "ALGOWEST" (20,310 GRT) 
and the upbound dry cargo ship "COUDRES DE L' ILE" (561 GRT) collided in heavy fog in 
the St Lawrence River when some 12 Nm north east of Les Escoumins. Both vessels were 
Canadian registry. The vessels had been steaming at service speed, monitoring their 
radar sets, and within some 90 seconds of the impact the 'COUDRES DE L'ÎLE" heeled to 
port and sank bow first. Nine of the 10 crew members managed to safely abandon ship 
and board an inflatable liferaft. The cook did not get clear, went down with the 
ship, and is presumed to have drowned. 


CASES OF INTEREST 


- June 27 


On the morning of June 27, the small open Canadian fishing vessel "LA CHANTAL" 
(License No. 5D1295) capsized while attempting to enter the Moisie River in Québec. 
Strong easterly winds of the previous day and low tide combined to cause 3 to 5 m high 
breaking seas at the river bar. As soon as the vessel was reported overdue, an 
extensive search was mounted which involved several Search and Rescue units. The 
overturned hull and wreckage of the wheel-house were found aground to the east of the 
river mouth. Shortly afterwards, the body of the skipper was washed ashore nearby. 
The other crew member was not found and is presumed to have drowned.

June 29 
At about noon June 29, while engaged in raising a fish pen net fouled with marine 


growths at a fish farm in Wood Bay, Sechelt Peninsula, B.C., a mobile crane over- 
balanced and slid overboard from the deck of the Canadian barge "TTLLYAK" (106 GRT). 


The crane and operator sank inside the pen in 33 m deep water. Diving by fish farm 
personnel commenced within minutes of the accident, failed to recover the victim. The 
following day, RCMP divers were also unsuccessful. Later when the crane and fouled 


net were raised by another crane, the body of the operator was found entangled in the 
net. A subsequent autopsy found the cause of death to be drowning.

July 29 


Shortly before dawn July 29, in 
poor visibility, while on 
passage from St. John's, Nfld. 
to Newport Ril. US A. othe 
WS: Registered high speed 
racing craft "KIANA" (110 GRT) 
with a crew of five on board, 
ran hard aground on Cape Negro 
Island N.S. when travelling at 
some 35 knots. At the time of 
the impact the vessel was being 
steered by autopilot, both 
radars were working and set at 3 
Nm range. The master was 
relying upon outputs from a 
Global Positioning System for 
computer programmed position and 
track information. Fortunately - 
there were no injuries and only 
minor pollution, however the hull was extensively damaged requiring repairs estimated 
at $250,000, excluding a costly salvage operation. 


October 30 


On October 30, the Canadian auxiliary sail training brigantine "ST. LAWRENCE II" (34 
GRT) with a crew of 11 and eight trainees on board, grounded on a charted rock some 

0.2 Nm north east of Badgely Island, 
while under power and attempting to round 


Maxwell Point, Ontario. The vessel 
quickly heeled over to _ starboard until 
the deck scuppers were immersed. 


Following unsuccessful attempts. to haul 
the brigantine off with the aid of a 
kedge anchor, the trainees and some of 
the crew were transferred to the 
Auxiliary Rescue vessel "WARREN L". That 
vessel hauled the "ST LAWRENCE II" clear 
and safely escorted her to Killarney. 
The "ST LAWRENCE II" was not holed nor 
was any water shipped during the 
grounding. The trainees and crew were 
not transferred to the CMRA vessel until 
after several requests and arrival on 
scene of the Ontario Provincial Police.

November 22 


On the morning of November 22, 
the 76 year old floating dry-dock 
"DUKE OF CONNAUGHT" (17,963 GRT) 
was being towed by the tug/supply 
vessel "TRIUMPH SEA", from 
Montreal, Qc. to Sydney N°'S*,- for 
scrapping, when the after one- 
third of the hull broke away in 
rough weather conditions. Both 
vessels were Canadian registry.
